Editor Journal: — 1 have been joy- 
mightifullv busy the past several weeks and 
have been unable to pay my respects to the 
honorable president of the honorable Na¬ 
tional Association of the Deaf before this, 
as I very much hankered to do. Hut as the 
time of the Washington splice, I will not 
call it a pow wow, Is only a four scant 
Weeks off, 1 am herewith sending a whole 
broadside. 

In the first place, M>. Roberts is al¬ 
together disingenuous. I challenged him 
to submit the hau.oT that was sent to the 
Executive Committee as to the next meeting 
place of the Association. I will re-assert 
that it was so worded that no choice was 
left but Washington. 

Moreover, Mr. Roberts states what is not 
true when he intimates that the invitation 
to meet in Colorado Springs was not bona 
fide. It was 100 percent earnest ev»n though 
coming from “one lone individual, vide¬ 
licet, myself. A moment’s reflection would 
have shown Mr. Roberts thnt it would have 
cost me only a nod to obtain the unqualified 
endorsement of the Colorado State Associa 
Win of the Deaf, of which I am President 
and at that time of Division No. 64 of Den¬ 
ver. Also that it would have required the ex¬ 
penditure of only a few two-ccnt stamps and 
a little stationery to obtain the cordial en¬ 
dorsement of the Governor of Colorado, ol 
the Mayor and City Council of Colorado 
Springs, of the Colorado Springs Chamber 
of Commerce, of which I am a mem bet, 
and of the Superintendent and Hoard of 
Trustees of the Colorado School for the 
Deaf located in Colorado Springs, and last¬ 
ly the lure of uncountable billion dollars 
worth of entertainment in the many scenic 
wonders within a six-mile radius of this 
town. 

In parenthesis I will tell a little story. 
In 1015, when the N. A. I), was cn route 
to San Francisco for a special, but what 
should have been a regualr convention of 
the Association. Mr. Roberts with Mr. 
Howard, then President, and ^1r. Hodgson, 
yourself, to wit, Mr. Editor, were the com 
mittoc in charge of the routing of the con¬ 
vention delegate's from the east. It was 
planned by the first two to pass on through 
Colorado Springs, with only the usual stop of 
twenty minutes made by each train coming 
through. The almost invariable custom of 
all convention parlies is to slop a full day, 
often two, to enable the delegates to see 
what probably none of them had ever seen 
before. The trip was long and expensive 
for these deaf travelers and the routing com¬ 
mittee owed it to them full value for their 
money- a deaf stop in Chicago, a stop of 
half .i day, or a whole day in Omahn, or 
Kansas City, a half (lav in Denver, a full 
twenty-four hours in Colorado Springs it 
not two days, a full day in Salt I.ake City 
and then on without a break to San 
Francisco. 

I understand that the editor of this paper 
protested against the proposition of passing 
oq without a stop, and finally won over, a 
half day bring grudgingly allowed for the 
purpose. 1 met the train at Palmer I.ake, 
twcnty-hsF miles north, and on arrival at 
the Springs here took charge. The after¬ 
noon was given over to a visit to the attrac¬ 
tions to the west of the town, my friend La 
Crosse, now head of tjie Wright Oral School, 
serving as guide, philosopher und friend, ac- 
cording to a program prepared by mysell. 
To see the attractions to the south of town, 
including the Seven halls and Cheyenne Can¬ 
yon would require another six hours of day 
light, and I determined that the visitors 
should have it. 

The train was in four sections as travel was 
heavy, the great war making Americans de¬ 
cide to see America firtt, and the big fair at 
San FrnncLsco bringing thousands of them 
this way. The railroad official in charge was, 
and is a good friend of mine, and I called on 
him and asked if it could not be fixed that a 
special car, in which the N. A 1). crowd .was 
travelling, could be attached to section four, 
that would not leave until noon the next day 
1 had explained the situation and the reason 
of my request to him, and he said he did 
not know, but a wink told me that the party 
would not leave until noon next day and 
next day it was, and (he visitors had a chance 
to sec still more of Nature’s wonders. 

The antipathy that Mr. Roberts then en¬ 
tertained. toward Colorado Springs seems to 
persist, for a HtMe open, unbiassed inquiry 
would have satisfied him that the invitation 
to meet in Colorado Springs, though coming 
from "one lone individual," was fully as 
responsible as any that might come from any 
down in the land. 

Had mv invitation as originally extended 
to Mr Roberts in his official rapacity as

And here Is another challenge :~I chal¬ 
lenge anyone to point out a single notable 
achievement of the National Association, to¬ 
ward the benefit of the American deaf as a 
wholr, during the three years of tne llarison 
administration, I910-191J, during the four 
years of thr Howard regime, 101.1-1017, dur¬ 
ing the six years of the Cloud incumbency, 
1017 102.1, and lastly, during the three years 
of the Roberts thumb-twiddling period, 
102.5 -1026. 

As it is, even the program of the conven¬ 
tion has not been announced. Nobody at 
present knows why he is going, except to 
have a good time There Is no paramount 
business to engage the attention of the 
thoughtful minds that may be in attendance.

The temperature 
up here in my room is up atthevOtli 
iTegree, and as the afternoon wears 
'on, 1.expect it to go higher up. It 
it were not for the wings of a gentle 
and a gratetul breeze that come Iroui 
the south, and is constantly fanning 
and cooling me, 1 would be unable 
to sit here at my typewriter live 
minutes. 

Founders Day occurred a month 
ago, on the fifth of June, and al 
though it was by no means what 
one might regard as a real June day, 
it was an ideal occasion. Nearly a 
hundred visitors were here on that 
memorable occasion to commemorate 
the one hundred And fourth an 
niversary of the birth of 1 Rev 
Thomas Gallaudet, the founder of 
this institution. All the visitors 
seemed very enthusiastic. All 
seemed to he delighted to be here 
arid to meet and talk with one an¬ 
other, and to meet and greet the 
people who live here. Many of 
the visitors had been here once or 
twice be'ore; many more had never 
before been here. Although their 
stay here was for but a few hours, 
they all enjoyed their visit immense¬ 
ly. Rev. Gilbert Braddock’s mo¬ 
ther was one of the many visitors. 
Hardly anybody supposed she was 
really Gilbert’s mother, she was so 
voting in appearance, Many mis¬ 
took her for bis sister. Another 
visitor that attracted no little atten¬ 
tion was Miss Virginia B. Gallaudet. 
who was stricken partly blind a 
couple of years ago. This remark 
able lady, is loved and respected by 
all deaf-mntes. 

Her sister, Elizabeth, came with 
her. Both sisters use the language 
of signs as well as do the deaf. 
The addresses delivered in the 
chapel by a couple of hearing 
preachers were translated in signs 
by Miss V. B. Gallaudet. About 


half of the visitors came here by 
train, the other half made the trip in 
a mammoth bus. 

At halt past five o’clock, on the 
morning of Founder's Day, an event 
happened. It was that Mrs. May 
Newell Nelson, who was over eighty 
years of age, and had been confined 
to her bed for three years and nine 
months, passed quietly away. Her 
funeral took place on the eighth of 
June, and her remains were shipped 
to Boston for interment. 

Surely the memory of Rev. 
Thomas Gallaudet is respected by 
all deaf-mutes in Frnrope as in 
America. Surely his good work 
is known all over the world or 
wherever there are schools for the 
education of the deaf and dumb! 
This grateful refuge is a memorial 
to him; it is indeed his monument. 

As many det f people cc me here on 
Founder’s Pay as can get here. 
Were this place right near the 
metropolis, a few thousand mutes 
instead of a few dozen or a hundred 
would suiely make it is a call on the 
birthday of its founder. 

O 11 the morning of June 23d, Mrs. 
Catherine Leary, who lias been liv¬ 
ing here for the past three vears, and 
eight months, left here for Byron, 

N. Y., where she willtemain with 
her sister fi r the summer. 

Late in the afternoon of the June 
27th, Walter Browning Feet, M. D., 
son of the late Dr. I. L. Feet, was 
here for about an hour. He had 
never been here before. With him 
was Mr. Hinkley. a prominent citi- 
zen of Poughkeepsie and an old 
friend of his. When he was a very 
young man, Dr. \V. B. Feet was 
known all over Washington Heights 
as a dog doctor. He usnallv kept a 
large number of dogs and made a 
study ot them. Later he was widely 
known as an oarsman. For some 
length of time, he was coach for the 
Columbia crew. In fact, be was an 
all around - porting man. At month 
ago lie lost his wife and *0 he is a 
sad man. He thougjit this institu¬ 
tion a wonderful place. As soon as 
he was back in Poughkeepsie, lie 
sent tlie matron. Mi*s Martin, a 
bucket -rtf ice cream and cake for our 
supper, and we “11 joyed the treat. 
For some years, while his father was 
its Principal, Dr. W. B. Peet, was a 
teacher at old Fattwood. 

Late in June, Knple Greenberg, 
who lives in Newburgh, N. Y., and 
who graduated from Fanwood last 
June, wrote to a friend living in 
Poughkeepsie, and told him to ask 
Willie Wyatt, who i* also u resident 
of that town, if he, Wyatt, would 
go with him to the Gallaudet Home 
on Sunday, the Fourth ot July. 
Willie, who had been here twice 
and knew the place well, consented 
to come here with Knple. They 
arrived Itete in the early part of tlie 
afternoon. With them ci.nte Natale 
Cerniglia, who also lett school last 
June. After showing tl ree youths 
around, this scribe took them down 
to the old farmhouse, where they 
met Samuel. Gardner, who talked 
with them for a m nu e. The 
youths were much interested in the 
homeland its inmates. In Septem¬ 
ber, Mr. Greenlterg is goirife to Gal- 
inudet College. 

Miss Julia Gardner, Samuel Gard¬ 
ner’s only sister, leaves for Pa¬ 
lermo, Sicily, on the 10th of Au¬ 
gust and returns to America on the 
tenth of October. Her going 
abroad is simply for the trip. She 
is librarian for a branch of one of 
New York’s public libraries. She 
can talk on her finiers and is ac¬ 
quainted with many deaf people. 
She is up here quite often (to visit her , 
brother. 

About a decade ago this Home had 
a collie dog, whose name was Buster. 
He, who was loved by all the folks, 
died, and so Mrs. K. M. Jones got 
another collie that she named 
Laddie. As she had purchased him 
he was certainly her own property. 
Five years ago, when *Laddle was 
about three years of age. be I it the 
late Bill Conzelman who stepped on 
his foot, and so Laddie was given, 
we suppose, to Miss Young, who i* 
a lady manager of the Home, and so 
for the past five years this place has 
been without a dog. A home in the 
country never seems to be complete 
without a dog. A couple of months 
ago, Miss Young gave the Home a 
dog. He is now about three months 
old. I am told Laddie i* hi* father. 
This new dog is also named Laddie, 
and like his father he is a great 
playmate Miss Young want* to 
learn the sign language. Occa¬ 
sionally she comes here for me to 
teach her.

. AS TO PROXY VOTING. 

I have read with interest the article by Mr. 
J. C. Howard, in a recent number of the 
JouaNAL, wherein he supports Proxy Voting. 
I have not read the proposed new law 
governing proxy voting, can not speak as to 
its merits. I shall confine myself to the dis¬ 
cussion of Proxy Voting. 

Mr. Howard says he can not understand 
the opposition to proxy voting, and goes on 
to say that proxy voting gives the ballot 
to every member I beg to say that it does 
nothing of the kind. It merely gives addi¬ 
tional power to a few. Suppose now that I 
give my vote to some man who is to attend 
the convention. This man may be honest 
and all that, but I do not know what may 
be coming up at the convention and can not 
be there to see the discussion, my proxy 
holder don’t know how I stand on these 
questions before the house, hence he may 
cast my vote exactly the opposite wbat 1 
would were I there. Again he may unwit¬ 
tingly vote for my worst enemy for office. 
Is all this giving me the ballot ? Proxy 
voting is worse than useless. I have never 
heard the rank and file clamoring for proxy 
voting. The demand comes from some 
leaders, who know they can secure some 
proxy votes and thus wield additional power. 
Kaiaeriam ! 

Mr. Howard worries about the sectional 
voting power. That vote is the intelligent 
vote of those who are present and see the 
discussions and have a chance to weigh the 
question. Such a vote is more valuable 
than that of those who are hundreds of miles 
away and know nothing of wbat is being 
done. 

Proxy voting opens the way for a vast 
amount of crooked work, should unscrupu¬ 
lous persons secure enough proxy votes. 

Again when a proxy law is once passed 
it may be hard to get rid of on account 01 
those same proxy votes. Look at Atlanta 
where an attempt was made to do away 
with it, but those present found that proxy 
holders had them by the throat. 

Some method to give each member the 
voting power is very desirable, but that has 
not been discovered and probably will not 
be until the radio or something similar makes 
it possible for each one to enjoy the doings 
from his own home.
